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Young gamblers ‘vulnerable’ 


to betting culture

YOUNG people in Honiton are in danger of 
being drawn into an addictive gambling cul¬ 
ture unless more is done to regulate betting 
shops, a senior local politician has warned. 

Caroline Kolek, the Labour Party spokesperson for 
the Tiverton and Honiton constituency, has called for 
greater monitoring of the industry to prevent young¬ 
sters being “targeted”. 

Mrs Kolek, who is also a town councillor, said 
young gamblers were particularly “vulnerable” to 
fixed odd betting terminals (FOBTs), which allow 
gamblers to play for higher stakes. 

“These betting terminals have become popular with 
younger people who sometimes lack the resilience 
and self-regulation that comes with maturity, making 
them vulnerable,” she said. 

“The young men I am aware of using these termi¬ 
nals often use them when alone, which again makes 
them an easier target.” 

Leading betting chains including William Hill and 
Coral, which both have outlets in Honiton, have re¬ 
cently signed up to a voluntary code of practice de¬ 
signed to promote responsible gambling messages. 

The industry ploughs millions of pounds each year 
into schemes and helplines to tackle addiction and 
other problems. 

But Mrs Kolek has called for legislation to go fur¬ 
ther in order to stall the rise of “highly addictive” 
FOBTs. 

She added: “Whilst betting chains have signed up 
to a new code of practice starting next year, I do not 
feel this goes far enough in tackling the lure of these 
fast-paced casino-style betting machines, or prevent¬ 


ing large sums of money being sunk into them. 

“Gambling is highly addictive and when left 
unchecked can ultimately cause major issues within 
the family, and can lead to crime and mental health 
concerns. 


“Betting shops with FOBTs need to be monitored 
and regulated.” 

More than £2 million was gambled away on FOBTs 
in East Devon last year, according to figures from the 
Campaign for Fairer Gambling. And the organisation 
advocates capping individual stakes to £2, in order to 
limit the risk of significant losses in a short period of 
time. 


Campaign co-ordinator Matt Zarb-Cousin said: 
“Research has shown that FOBTs are the most addic¬ 
tive form of gambling. We are the only country in the 
world that allows high speed, high stakes casino gam¬ 
bling in easily accessible high street locations. 

“At present, a player can load an unlimited amount 
of cash into FOBTs anonymously, which also makes 
them attractive for money launderers.” 

Pulman’s View communicated at length with a 
spokesperson for William Hill who disputed the fig¬ 
ures provided by the CFFG but ultimately declined 
to provide further comment. 

No one from Coral has yet responded to the enquiry.

AXMINSTER 

£400,000 grant 
for college pitch 


AXE Valley Community College in Axminster has 
started the tendering process after a bumper 
£417,550 grant secured its artificial football pitch 
project. 

The grant was announced by The Football 
Foundation on Tuesday of last week, prompting 
headteacher Martin Smith to say: “We are thrilled 
to have received this grant. 

“It will transform the educational sporting op¬ 
portunities for students at the college and other 
schools. 

“It will also provide clubs in the area first class 
facilities to enhance the opportunities to develop 
grassroots sports, especially football. 

“We are grateful to all our community partners 
including Millwey Rise FC, Axminster Town FC 
and Leisure East Devon (LED) for their support in 
developing the project. 

I would also like to thank Devon FA, Axminster 
Town Council and Devon County Council for their 
support and assistance.” 

The total cost of the pitch is £675,000, with 
money also coming from Devon County Council 
(£170,000), LED (£30,000) and the college 
(£60,000). 

The full-size artificial football pitch will boast 
what is known as a third generation surface and 
come with floodlights. 

It will be laid on the college sports field, and the 
work is expected to take 12 weeks. 

Mr Smith said a start date is not yet set, but 
promised to keep the community as a whole up¬ 
dated. 

It hasn’t been plain sailing all the time for the 
college, as there is an element of opposition to the 
pitch. 

The pitch will be available for hire outside of col¬ 
lege hours, which is what worries some neigh¬ 
bours. 


IF I was a district councillor in East Devon I 
think I might be asking a pertinent question or 
two about why elected members had no pre¬ 
vious knowledge that chief executive Mark 
Williams had been summoned before a Gov¬ 
ernment select committee. 

So I have some sympathy for the view ex¬ 
pressed by experienced Ottery St Mary coun¬ 
cillor Roger Giles when he said: “I would have 
thought that it might just have been of pass¬ 
ing interest to the members of EDDC”, noting 
that in his 19 years of service he could not re¬ 
member the chief executive being invited to 
meet with such an august body as the Polit¬ 
ical and Constitutional Reform Committee on 
Voter Engagement in the UK. 

Why Mr Williams was summoned before 
the parliamentarians yesterday (Monday) is 
a matter of interpretation, as is often the way 
in local government. 

The matter was first raised by Paul Free¬ 
man, a member of the East Devon Alliance, a 


pressure group which rarely shies away from 
rattling a few cages at Knowle, making the 
alarming claim that 6,000 names had gone 
missing from the electoral roll in East Devon 
before the European elections. 

Mr Freeman asked a question about the mat¬ 
ter at the last full meeting of EDDC back in July 
and the Alliance claims he was given, and I 
quote, “an arrogant brush off” by Mr Williams. 

Mr Freeman did not let the matter rest and 
maintains that Mr Williams had been invited to 
Westminster to “explain himself”. 

As to be expected, the communications de¬ 
partment of EDDC put a very different spin on it. 

They say Mr Williams had been invited in his 
capacity as returning officer for East Devon “to 
give evidence on voter engagement in rural 
areas”. 

Furthermore, EDDC claim that the 2013 Elec¬ 
toral Register in East Devon achieved a 95 per 
cent registration rate without house-to-house- 
canvassing. They have now recruited can¬ 


vassers with the target of calling on every 
house in East Devon. 

From recent television coverage, appearing 
before select committees never seems to be 
a very comfortable experience and it often 
annoys me that parliamentarians who have 
been caught with their fingers in the till, and 
still continue to milk the system, act in such 
a high and mighty fashion. 

Politics, both at national and local level, is all 
about transparency these days and local 
government officers have to be squeaky 
clean to stay ahead of the game. 

A great deal of council business is delegated 
to unelected officers and that often means 
the flow of information to councillors, and in¬ 
deed the public, leaves much to be desired. 

Roger Giles, somewhat tongue in cheek, 
commented: “Have I missed something?” 
Clearly he had - like the rest of us.

IMPORTANT work to sure up Sidmouth’s beaches 
against the threat of winter storms could begin 
in the next few weeks, if East Devon District 
Council can secure government cash within a 
tight time schedule. 

Redistributing shingle on the beaches would 
create a protective “winter blanket”, according to 
district council bosses. 

But there is a narrow window of opportunity 
to access government funding to restore the 
seafront to the condition it was in before last 
year’s storms. 

Work must begin this autumn if financial sup¬ 
port is to be approved, and EDDC engineers are 
currently in talks with officials from the Environ¬ 
ment Agency to see if the funding can be se¬ 
cured. 

Councillor Andrew Moulding, the council’s 
deputy leader and chairman of a group looking 
into longer-term coastal defence issues for Sid¬ 
mouth, said: “This is a window of opportunity to 
provide the seafront and Sidmouth East Beach 
with a protective ‘winter blanket’, using emer¬ 
gency funding that is available now. 

“We are determined to grasp this opportunity if 
it is humanly possible to do so.”

Plans for sport pitches

A DETAILED strategy for the provision of sports 
pitches in Honiton has been shelved, after it failed to 
“address the town’s needs”. 

Last week district councillors examined a draft plan 
for a new approach to providing playing pitch facili¬ 
ties across East Devon.

The report also highlighted the possibility of in¬ 
stalling an artificial grass pitch at Honiton Community 
College to support school lessons and provide training 
facilities for stretched local clubs. 

But councillors pointed to key information that had 
been “inaccurately reported” and also suggested con¬ 
sultation on a new multi-purpose facility at Tower

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County council to keep all its 
libraries open after consultation 


District councillor asks 
‘why weren’t we told?' 

CHIEF EXECUTIVE SUMMONED TO PARLIAMENTARY SELECT COMMITTEE 


DEVON County Council (DCC) will keep all its li¬ 
braries open and run by professional staff. 

The decision came after a previous proposal to 
make a string of libraries second-tier, and volunteer- 
led facilities without professional librarians as part 
of a £1.5million cost-cutting exercise was strongly 
opposed in a public consultation exercise. 

As a result, DCC has looked at how other councils 
have transferred their libraries into mutuals or trusts. 

Staff previously employed by those councils, have 
been retained and continue to professionally run the 
libraries. DCC thinks that model could work well 
for Devon and all communities with a library will 
get involved over time. 

Transferring the service to a trust or mutual could 
save the council at least £400,000 a year in business 
rates. 

As a first step, DCC wants to work with up to 10 
communities as pilots to help shape the new organ¬ 
isation and try out new ways of involving the local 
community. 

The plans were announced alongside an initiative 
to bring free wi-fi to all 50 DCC libraries. 

Councillor Roger Croad, the council's Cabinet 
member with responsibility for the library service 
said: "Library users have told us how much they 
value their libraries and that they are prepared to 
support their library to improve the service. 

"They have also told us that, while communities 
can be more involved, retaining our librarians is re¬ 
ally important for libraries to continue to be run pro¬ 
fessionally. 

"Community groups already provide support to 
some of our libraries, helping them to raise funds 
for improvements or to help out at events.” 

A DCC spokesman added: “We’ll be inviting 
communities towards the end of the month to let us 
know if they would like to be part of the pilot.

“We expect that the pilot will take about 12 
months, and in the meantime, all our other libraries 
will continue to provide their usual service. 

“We are planning over that period to upgrade our 
libraries that do not yet have free wifi access, and 
we want to install new technology in some commu¬ 
nities to allow people secure access to their library 
outside the usual opening hours. 

“Both of these projects are improvements that 
people have said they would like.” 

Axminster has already made a move with a view 
to become one of the pilots. 

Councillor Croad and head of libraries Ciara East- 
ell met with Axminster county councillor Andrew 
Moulding and town mayor Jeremy Walden on Oc¬ 
tober 10th. 

Councillor Moulding said that the concept of the 
new operating model and framework were ex¬ 
plained. 

“Questions regarding the financial case were an¬ 
swered and it was agreed by all concerned that the 
key would be to engage with the library staff. 

The growth of Axminster was discussed and the 
potential for responding to this growth was recog¬ 
nised and mention was made of possible financial 
assistance through Section 106 or Community In¬ 
frastructure Levy. 

Councillor Moulding commented “The meeting 
was extremely useful and demonstrated that there 
was a great passion for Axminster Library. 

“We were particularly pleased that the proposed 
Operating Model would retain the expertise and ef¬ 
ficiency of staff at Axminster Library.” 


EAST Devon District Council (EDDC) has been 
accused by one of its own of keeping elected 
members in the dark about chief executive and 
returning officer Mark Williams being sum¬ 
moned to appear before a Parliamentary Select 
Committee. 

A report by the Electoral Commission identi¬ 
fied EDDC as falling short of canvassing require¬ 
ments to register households in person ahead of 
changes to the registration format in June this 
year. 

The report in itself is not new, but district coun¬ 
cillor Roger Giles, representing Ottery St Mary, 
said there was no EDDC communication what¬ 
soever about Mr Williams’ trip to the capital, 
which was scheduled for yesterday (Monday, 
October 13th). 

Instead, news of the trip was broken by the East 
Devon Alliance, a non-political-party-organisa- 
tion for pressure groups. 

Councillor Giles said: “Have I missed some¬ 
thing? I regularly check the messages emanating 
from The Knowle but do not seem to have been 
told by EDDC of the chief executive’s major 
achievement in going before a group of parlia¬ 
mentarians. 

“I’m not sure how many times the EDDC chief 
executive has had such an exalted engagement in 


his diary. I am not aware of such elevation in my 
19 years on EDDC. 

“I would have thought that it might just have 
been of passing interest to the members of 
EDDC. Funny how the EDDC communications 
work.” 

An EDDC spokesperson didn’t comment on 
the alleged lack of information, but said: “It 
should be remembered that Mark Williams will 
be giving evidence to the Political and Constitu¬ 
tional Reform Committee on Voter Engagement 
in the UK in his capacity as returning officer for 
East Devon and not as chief executive of the dis¬ 
trict council. 

“He and his Mid-Devon counterpart have been 
invited to give evidence to the committee as part 
of a discussion on voter engagement issues in 
rural areas. 

“Here, the process of voter registration is more 
time-consuming, more resource-hungry and 
therefore more challenging. 

“For the December 2013 Electoral Register, 
East Devon achieved a 95 per cent registration 
rate without house-to-house canvassing. 

“We have recruited canvassers and will be car¬ 
rying out a house-to-house canvass with the tar¬ 
get objective that every occupied house in the 
EDDC area will have been visited.”

Research shows local businesses 
are ‘leading the way’ in East Devon 


HONITON is home to more in¬ 
dividual businesses than any 
other town in East Devon, ac¬ 
cording to official figures re¬ 
vealed last week. 

Business leaders say the town 
is “leading the way”, with more 
than double the number of enter¬ 
prises than in each of Axminster, 
Seaton, Sidmouth and Ottery St 
Mary. 

Figures released by the Office 
of National Statistics show that 
there are currently 2,095 active 
businesses in Honiton, with a 
wide range of employers based 
in the town. 

Only Exmouth - home to 
1,425 businesses - comes close 
to the figure, with Honiton mak¬ 
ing up almost a third of East 
Devon’s overall total. 

More than 75 per cent of the 
enterprises in the area were 
found to employ four of fewer 
people. 

And commentators have been 
quick to highlight the strength of 
small businesses based in the 
town. 

Updating the business commu¬ 
nity at a meeting last week, 
Colin Wright, chairman of the 
Honiton Chamber of Com¬ 
merce, said the findings were 
“absolutely amazing”. 

He later told Pulman’s View: 
“The chamber is exceptionally 
pleased to see that Honiton is

continuing to lead the way in 
East Devon with a huge number 
of local enterprises - well above 
the average for the area. 

“The high proportion of small 
businesses proves that Honiton 
is a progressive town to live and 
work in.” 

Agriculture continues to be the 
town’s most common profes¬ 
sion, with almost a quarter of 
businesses involved in farming, 
forestry and fishing. 

The statistics also show that 
Honiton - famous for its market 
town tradition - is less reliant on 
the retail sector than its neigh-

“Booking at the injuries I think 
that could have only been caused 
by a dog. It is a real shame when 
something like this happens and 
luckily this is the first time this 
year it has happened to us.” 

Mr Fuke reported the incident to 
the police and the National Farm¬ 
ers’ Union (NFU) as they carefully 
monitor the number of incidents of

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Probus Club learns history of airfields 


WHEN you think about it, the bulk of us live in our 
own cocoon and contribute little to society. The 
1 ‘enthusiast", on the other hand, gives pleasure in 
the present, hope for the future and pride in the 
past. 

Steve Parsons is such an enthusiast; with oth¬ 
ers he set up the South West Airfields Heritage 
Trust in 2004 and told Axminster Probus Club 
about it at their October meeting. With three 
wartime Blackdown Hills airfields in mind, the in¬ 
tention was to research their wartime history 
and to ensure that the sacrifices of those who 
flew from them should not be forgotten. 

To that end, plaques or memorials have been 
erected at each, as well as at the headquarters in 
Exeter and a museum has been opened at 
Smeatharpe. Better known to the Americans as 
Uppottery, Smeatharpe was home to the air¬ 
borne and glider-borne troops who would play 
their part on D-Day and would be brought back 


to life post-war when the film Band of Brothers 
was seen departing from there. 

Dunkeswell was primarily occupied by the only 
operational US naval base in Europe with Liber¬ 
ators flying long hours at extreme range on anti¬ 
submarine sorties. An obscure fact has been 
discovered - that Eisenhower was taken from 
Culm Head to Musgrove Hospital where he was 
treated for a heart problem, obviously a deep se¬ 
cret at the time. Woodbury Common was used as 
a decoy airfield and there are no doubt other for¬ 
gotten facts to be discovered. 

In 2015, the trust is staging the WW2 Experi¬ 
ence, which sounds like one for the diary.

Beehive is an asset to 
Honiton and East Devon 


■ JILL McNally's letter of last week ( Pulman’s View From , October 
7th) deserves a reply and your readers need to know that The Bee¬ 
hive in Honiton is actually on course to be a great success. 

We need to remember that Honiton needed a multi-purpose centre. 
Citizens of Exmouth, Sidmouth, Seaton, Axminster, Cullompton 
and Tiverton all had access to large community/arts venues in then- 
towns but we in Honiton did not. Yes, there had to be a large outlay 
of money to build The Beehive but not all of it came from Honiton. 

East Devon District Council provided the land, a substantial 
amount of the capital and their support. We council taxpayers are 
paying about 33 pence a week to improve the town with this excel¬ 
lent centre - surely well worth it. 

The Beehive has also been supported by local businesses, individ¬ 
uals,, trusts and grant-awarding bodies. Twenty-five plaques on a 
wall in The Beehive testify to this very wide support and a cheque 
for £7,500 was received only last week. Friends of The Beehive set 
out to raise about £100,000 to fit out the building and to date they 
have raised just over £80,000, with another £11,000 in the pipeline. 

The Beehive is being successfully run by the directors and volun¬ 
teers and, in the first six months, it made a profit of £10,000. The 


Beehive is buzzing with activity. There are 13 regular weekly book¬ 
ings, seven regular monthly bookings and more than 65 organisa¬ 
tions have hired rooms. By the end of the year 56 events will have 
been staged in the auditorium, including classical concerts, choirs, 
children's theatre, cinema, flamenco, a fashion show, jazz and com¬ 
edy. Tickets are being bought from as far as Bristol and even Not¬ 
tingham. 

One visitor wrote: “At last, Honiton has a vibrant venue that hosts 
a whole range of exciting events that appeal to a wide range of peo¬ 
ple from Honiton and surrounding villages. Just been to a packed 
comedy show, last week to the cinema. Brilliant! Keep it up.” 

The Beehive is being run by the community for the community 
and its reputation is spreading far beyond the town. This is good for 
Honiton and good for East Devon. The town council is to be com¬ 
mended for providing the building and for dealing with some very 
difficult decisions. 

I hope that everyone can now see what an asset The Beehive is to 
the town and will give it and those who run it their full support.

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Why is MP suddenly taking an interest? 


Let's not undermine the work 
of those dedicated to Beehive 


■ THE resignation of former three-times mayor Coun¬ 
cillor Vernon Whitlock robs Honiton Town Council of 
one of its most able members, and one who has done as 
much as anyone to ensure the success of the Beehive. 

It does, however, free him from the reported con¬ 
straints imposed on him as a councillor - constraints 
which, it now appears, were not required in law. It also 
frees the council to receive reports from Beehive direc¬ 
tors and opens the way for a new approach. 

Let us go forward with less of the “us and them” mind¬ 
set and more co-operation between the council and the 
company. After all, Beehive management consists of 
councillors and other local people, some of whom have 
worked for 20 years to acheive this project and remain 
committed to it, along with 60 or so volunteers who give 
freely of their time. 

Constructive criticism is one thing, but please let us 
not undermine their contribution and let us recognise 
that the Beehive serves people who have contributed to 
it from a wide area, not just Honiton. 

As a council taxpayer, who has studied the usage of 
the Beehive in its first 200 days, I believe councillors - 
both town and district - can be justly proud of the Bee¬ 
hive and of what it is acheiving, though there is always 
room for improvement. 

The building is, effectively, the first town hall the 
council has built since its inception and I see nothing 
unusual in the council paying toward overheads, heat,

light, services and maintenance. The council is also sup¬ 
porting a much-needed community centre, a conference 
and training venue, a concert hall, an arts and exhibition 
centre, a community cinema, a first-class meeting place 
and cafe area. It has already become the leading dance 
centre in East Devon. 

Town councillors and well-placed to influence the 
management and report back to council. Where I once 
lived, and was a councillor working with community 
centres in the Welsh valleys, the Beehive would be con¬ 
sidered a first class investment in the community and its 
future. 

Uncertainty about the lease can only deter investment, 
undermine the management and damage the prospects 
for the council's flagship asset, which caters for all age 
groups including future citizens. If there are better/work¬ 
able alternatives critics are duty bound to spell them out. 
If not, the council, as the leaseholder, surely has the 
power to lay down such conditions as are reasonable in 
law to ensure the building is run responsibily for the 
community by the community. They may agree reason¬ 
able outcomes with the company along with periodic re¬ 
views and reasonable safeguards. 

Council representatives should ensure fair play for lo¬ 
cals. The Charity Commission commission also regu¬ 
lates management and aims. There is a way forward if 
all concerned with grasp it and work together.

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THE recent events in Scotland have been followed by a 
Better Together Campaign at a service of reconciliation, 
attended by more than 1,000 people in St Giles Cathe¬ 
dral.

his qualifying as both an electrical and a mechanical en¬ 
gineer. Inevitably he formed his own company in Barnet, 
a manufacturer of battery electrical vehicles, and then 
went on to building his first tram, a small scale version 
which he exhibited at Fetes and Garden Parties. He then 
formed his first tram company in St. Leonards, then an¬ 
other in Rhyl, North Wales, moving on eventually to 
Eastbourne. In the late 1960s an opportunity arose to 
move onto the ex. British Rail branch line at Seaton 
which had fallen foul of the Beeching Axe in 1966. 
Claude had first seen this location on a glorious summer 
evening when driving into Seaton and had fallen in love 
with it. 

Much work and effort was necessary before the 
tramway became what we see today, but sadly Claude did 
not live to see his dream come to total fruition. However, 
the success of the tramway is there for all to see and this, 
of course, brings thousands of visitors to Seaton every 
year. 

A vote of thanks to Gareth, for his superb presentation, 
was given by Alan Nicholas and the audience responded 
enthusiastically.

Meg Somers and Dom Walker, from 
Payhembury and Flurry Greirson from 
Ottery St Mary ran in the W14 & M14 
category respectively, Dulcie Greirson 
from Ottery and Emily Keenan from 
Sidmouth ran in the W16 category, 
Jonty Eaton Hart from Payhembury ran 
in the M16 Catergory and Elbe Stone 
from Colyton and Grey Greirson from 
Otter were in the W 18/M 18 age cate¬ 
gory. 

This is the major competition in the 
S W Regional Squad calendar. Each re¬ 
gion takes in turn hosting the event, 
The lakes was going to be a technical 
challenge for some who have not ori- 
enteered in this area before. 

Day one, was the individual races on 
Graythwaite where the terrain is tech¬ 
nical throughout, with good variety.
